After an attack comes 
on, treatment is not very suc- 
cessful, though some good may 
come: from certain applications 
to the nose and eyes. or by in- 
jections of extracts of the pol- 
lens Causing the trouble.

At Buckingham Palace each 
day she was taught all the im- 
portant angles of precedence, 
formality and dress. 

Sitting in a gilt chair, she 
would pretend she was attend- 
ing 2 state function and re- 
hearse the entire procedure as 
previously taught her by an el- 
der!y courtier. The rigid rules 
that royalty must obey she 
learned from Queen Mary her- 
self as they sat in the royal la- 
dy’s boudoir.
